MORE EFFECTIVE was his ar-

In effect he 
said, “What is the use of paying 
this much for protection which will 
be incapable of protecting us?’ 
More important still, he pointed 
out that not only were the tax 
payers called upon to carry this 
heavy load, but that it was being 


used to support some 38,000 men— 
not counting those civilians in the 


administrative posts of the de 
partment at Ottawa—in an “un- 
productive calling”. That is, we 


lost not only the money but the 
contribution which these young 
men could make towards increas- 


ing production. This argument 
cannot be dismissed lightly be- 
cause the majority of these men 


possess special training and qual- 
ifications which are in demand by 
industry and business in Canada 
today—in demand and in distress 
ingly short supply 

He also points out that the ide 
ological war is already on with 
the Communists infiltering into 
everything they can get into, 
pouring out a barrage of propagan- 
da. and missing few opportunities 
of capitalizing on the misfortunes 
and unhappiness of those who find 
cause for complaint against our 
capitalist system. He argues, with 
some effect, that we would be 
better advised to use the 239 mil 
ions and the 38,000 young men to 
develop our economy so that our

A full in 
vestigation will be made into the 
financial condition of the driver 
involved, and if he is unable to 
pay the costs, payment is made 
from the fund to the amount of 
the judgement 

Seizures of the defendant's assets 
may be made, within limitations 
of the exemptions, but if the de
